ARMAMENT BUDGETS 


At a moment when naval 
talks are proceeding between 
treat Britain, the United States 


and Japan, and when it has be- |. 


come clear that no useful purpose 
can be served: by the immediate 
convoking of the Disarmament 
Conference, it is of interest to 
turn to facts and figures recently 
disclosed regarding the arma- 
ments budgets of the principal 
Powers. These show a marked 
inerense in appropriations over 
a period of seven years. It has 
to be borne in mind, however, 
that there can be no strict com- 
parison between the Defence 
Budgets of the various Powers, 
whilst currency’ fluctuations in 
recent years make it difficult to 
arrive at any accurate compara- 
tive estimates of each nation 
over the period covered. But, 


taking the year 1934 (without: 


rany “supplemantary -estimates) y- 
it is broadly clear that the seven 
Great Powers—Britain, France, 
Germany, Italy, Japan, Russia 
and the United States—have all 
increased their votes. This ten- 
dency was noticeable especially 
in‘the case of Japan and Russia 
in the 1933-34 Budgets; and it is 
evident also in all of the 1934-35 
Moreover, it appears 
that several Budgets have been 
mortgaged for some ~ years 
ahead: in France, Italy, Japan 
and ‘the ‘United States, defence 
estimates for. the current year 
have already been increased by 
supplementary estimates, start- 
ing this year and extending for 
three to five’ years. Looking 
into the figures more closely, the 
defence expenditure of Japan, 
Russia and. the United States, 
works out, at par, at approx- 
imately £60 millions; Germany 
shows an-approximate increase 
of £17 millions;- snd Great 
Britain some millions. 
A marked increase is also 
disclosed .in the case of 
France, quite apart from, ex- 
penditure on frontier fortifica- 
tions, for which over £20 millions 
was voted in 1931 and 4 sub- 
gc quent sum of £1414 millions 
for 1934.. A ‘point worthy of 
note-is that the ‘National Bud- 
gets of all these countries, except 
Great Britain, show a deficit. 
Unhappily, there appears no 
immediate prospect of any sub- 
stantial curtailment of armament 
votes; indeed,-the tendency ig in 
the other direction. Yet. al 
nations are feeling the burden of 
this unproductive. expenditure, 
and ‘most of them profess .a 
desire to sce a reduction therein. 
Suspicion, distrust, and, in somo

At na moment when naval 
talks are proceeding betwecn 
Great Britain, the United States 
and Japan, and when it has be- 
come clear that no useful purpose 
can be served by the immediate 
convoking of the Disarmament 
Conference, it is’ of interest to 
turn to facts and figures recently 
disclosed regarding the arma- 
ments budgets of the principal 
Powers. These show a marked 
increase in appropriations over 
a period of seven years. It has 
to be borne in mind, however, 
that there can be no strict com- 
between the Defence 
Budgets of the various Powers, 
whilst currency fluctuations in 
recent years make it difficult to 
arrive at any accurate compara- 
live estimates of each nation 
over the period covered. But, 
taking the year 1934 (without 
any supplemantary estimates), 
it is broadly clear that the seven 
Great Powers—Britain, France, 
Germany,.. Italy, -Japan,- Russia 
and the United States—have all 
increased their votes. This ten- 
dency was noticeable especially 
in the cuse of Jupan and Russia 
in the 1933-34 Budgets; and it is 
evident also in all of the 1934-35 
Budgets. Moreover, it appears 
that several Budgets have been 
mortguged for some years 
ahead: in France, Italy, Japan

A point worthy of 
note is that the National Bud- 
gets of all these countries, except 
Great Britain, show a deficit. 
Unhappily, there appears no 
immediate prospect of any sub- 
stantial curtailment of armament 
votes; indeed, the tendency is in 
the other. direction. Yet all 
nations are feeling the burden of 
this unproductive expenditure, 
and most of.them profess a 
desire to see a reduction therein. 
Suspicion, distrust, and, in some 
quarters, a distinctly aggressive 


spirit, explain the delay in reach- 


ing a satisfactory: international 
understanding. If Britain, ‘the 
United Statés and Japan could 
adjust their differences, a dis- 
tinct step forward would be re- 


rgistered, opening up the way to 
‘| a larger disarmament agreement. 


For this reason, it is to be hoped 
that the London talks will e 
tuglly meet with success,

To them at the moment 
life looks very rosy, “for it stands 
to reason,” they argue, “there will 
bo any amount of openings for 
anyone who has had a Varsity 
eduention and who can offer a good 
degree.” 


But what of those who left 
college Just summicr? For the 
most part they have not come 
across theee “splendid openings,” 
they are just about discovering 
that the standard set by the “Uni- 
versity of Life’ is a great deal 
harder and more exacting. than 
that of their own particular Alma 
Mater. 


Those who have heen lucky 
enough to get anything find them- 
aelven for the most part in very 
inferior jobs. “Did we spend 
three years at the University for 
this?" they ask themselves in thelr 
capacities'ns assistant masters and 
mistresses ut preparatory schools, 
an. junior clerks in big firms, us 
atruggling journalists, and even as 
commercial travellers, 


Let us be honest about the facta, 
Every year thousands of students 
nre awarded their degrees. It is 
obvious there cannot be jobs for 
all of them.. The employers have 
an enormous field from which to 
make their choice, and nuturally 
they choose the best they can. 
People who succeed in getting first 
class honours do not fare too bad- 
ly, but what bout the thousands 
with seconds and thirds, who form 
the majority? 


Secondary schools will only take 
first class graduates on their staffs, 
all-the~ big-research—-firma—-and 


This class of student works hard 
the whole, time he 1s. at. college, 
more, often than not he ignores 
the social and athletic sides com- 
pletely, which fs a great mlatake.

RAMPLING 


AS YEAR’S 


BEST ATHLETE 


The publication of the report of the General Committee 
meeting of the Amateur Athletic Association marks the finish of 
another season, and provides an outlook for the coming year. 


The item in the report which will 
be recefyed with general delight. is 
the provisional arrangement of 2 
match with Finland. Since the War, 
the Finnish distance runners in’ the 
tradition of H. Kolechmainen, winner 
of the 6,000 and 10,000 metres in the 
1912 Olympics, and of the Marathon 
in 1920, nnd more recently the Finish 
field events experts In the equally 
strong tradition of V. Jarvinen, win- 
ner of two Olympic ‘dixcusa-thrawing 
prizes carly in the century, and father 
of. three Olympian sons, have been 
fenred the world over, What is more, 
the limitations of their native land 
and population have called forth that 
determination and inscrutability in 
Finnish athletes which earns them 4 
peculiar sympathy and — glamour 
wherever they compete, “Great Bri- 
tain versus Finland’ ts Jikely, there. 
fore, to rouse public interest almost 
to the extent of the Empire Games, 

The only regrets are that‘this long- 
awaited innovation is scheduled for 
Glnsgow a fortnight before the AVA.A, 
Champtonships, thus involving the 
possibility of: recrimination in the 
South and, misgivings amongst our 
internntionn) athletes as to whether 
they should key themselves for June 
29 or July 18. They can hardly lo 
both, so that proper team selection 
may be complicated, + Glasgow should, 
however, prove n fruitful centre from 
which to sprend provincinl goodwill 
for athletics, and the South.
